Under review 
= Wolverine Power evaluating 
Advance plant purchase proposals 


Wolverine Power 1s evaluating bids it received for the company’s Advance 
Power Plant which has sat idle for more than five years. 

Although the company did not release the number of official proposals it 
received by the March 29 deadline, a local group trying to purchase the prop- 
erty was not among those: submitting a bid. 

Rather, it sent a letter to Wolverine Power’s chief executive officer Tom 


Stevenson encouraging him to meet 
with the Committee to Restore the 
Advance Power Property to discuss 
the sale of the property to “secure the 
lake access and public land for gen- 
erations to come.” 

The letter was signed by Deb Ja- 
son, chair of the committee and 
Eveline Township treasurer. 

At this point. Wolverine is review- 
ing proposals and “trying to evaluate 
what’s best for our customer-owners,” 
said Stephen Videto, general counsel 
for the company. 

The decision on the property’s fu- 
ture will be made by the Wolverine 
Power board of directors which could 
consider the issue at its next meeting, 
scheduled for April 25. Board mem- 
bers represent each of the five coop-

City of EJ to hold 
annual cleanup 


East Jordan will hold its annual 
community cleanup on Saturday, 
April 20. 

Items to be picked up are not to be 
Set out for pick-up more than one 
week prior April 20. 

The city has contracted with Waste 
Management of Northern Michigan 
for the clean-up. 

In order to make the clean-up cam- 
Paign successful, the following guide- 
lines must be followed: 

Pickup begins at 7 a.m., April 20. 
Cleanup crews will only be by once. 
If you miss the pickup and rubbish 
remains on your premises over five 
days, you may be cited for violation 
of City ordinance. 

Place all rubbish behind the curb 
line on paved streets and off the trav- 
eled roadway of streets without pave- 
ment or curbs. Do not leave anything 
on the right-of-way you do not want 
removed. Do not place items in al- 
leys. 

No leaves, brush or lawn rakings. 
These items are scheduled for pickup 
from May 13-17. 

Materials must be separated into 
individual piles. For example: a sepa- 
rate pile for appliances, a separate pile 


for mattresses and household furnish- 
ings, a separate pile for metals, etc. 
Items must be placed orderly and 
packaged properly to insure efficient 
collection. Failure to separate mate- 
rials will result in non-pickup. 

All materials placed in containers 
should not weigh more that 50 
pounds. 

All appliances with freon must 
have certification of freon removal. 
Lf the item is not tagged it will not be 
picked up. 

Items that can be picked up include: 
apphances - washers, stoves, dryers; 
furniture - chairs, sofas, televisions; 
miscellaneous household items; mat- 
tresses; carpets, linoleum; auto parts; 
paint cans (paint must be dry); and 
building materials. 

Items that will not be picked up in- 
clude: liquids; chemicals/hazardous 
materials/anti-freeze; concrete; 
contractor’s material; household gar- 
bage; railroad ties; paint not dried; 
gasoline and motor oil; car batteries; 
Jeaves and brush; and tires.

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Sights and sounds of the woodcock

April 22, 2001, 6 a.m. — I awoke without my 
wife by my side nor my daughter Lauren in her 
bed, as they had gone the previous day to visit 
with her mom and dad. A warm overcast morn- 
ing it was, and I stood at my door to greet the new 
day and listen to the sounds of birds singing and 
going on about their feeding. 

Back and forth to the feeders to nab a morning 
treat the chickadees, finches, and cardinals were 
all going about it in a friendly manner. Going back 
inside, the smell of fresh coffee grabbed my at- 
tention and I quickly poured a cup and continued 
to sit at my window and observe the morning’s 
goings-on of the wildlife. 

My thoughts had been of the night before, as I 
had been watching woodcocks going on about 
their mating rituals in a field not far from my 
home. For at least three nights, at around dusk, I 
would arrive to witness this truly spectacular site. 
My intentions were to find a male woodcock, 
sounding out his “peep, peep, peep”: from the 
ground and to see if he would do his aerial flight 
display for me. As long as I heard him I knew my 
chances were good and patience would be my best 
bet! 

When at last I finally spotted the bird, only then 
did I get really excited. I knew if I could concen- 
trate on the bird at his spot my chance to photo- 
graph it would be good. Or at least I would have 
a better knowledge of where this bird stays in the 
daytime. 

As the peeping went on, it wasn’t too long be- 
fore the bird took flight. Up to the sky it would 
fly and you could hear the whistled sound from

the bird’s feathers as it flew around in circles. 
And looking up I gazed with squinted eyes to 
catch a glimpse of the downward tumble it would 
display on its way back down. And I saw it! He 
would do the acrobatic “leaf fall,” as some refer 
to it, and down he came like a maze going around 
and around and falling to ground and then land- 
ing so close right from where he took off from. 

I was amazed and excited I finally got to wit- 
ness a woodcock do his courtship display. He 
would continue on for quite some time in the 
night, but as darkness fell it was hard to see the 
display of his flight, so I would move on and 
come back in the morning to see if I could find 
him during the daylight hours. 

The next moming brought me back to the same 
spot and I decided to look for the bird where I 
was seeing it from the night before. I walked 
around with binoculars in hand to scan the ground 
to look for the bird. If camouflage works for any 
bird, it is best suited to the woodcock. This bird 
blends in with the best of all vegetation! I would 
scan a spot go on to next one look and look and 
I was determined to find this bird. After about 
an hour of searching I was checking a spot at the 
base of a small sapling. As | kept my eyes on 
the area I swore I was looking at a bird — was 
my mind playing tricks on me, or was this a 
woodcock? Pulling the binoculars away from 
my eyes I looked without them, and I strained to 
see if it was a bird or not. Then I caught the site 
of an eye glisten, and pulled the binoculars back 
up, and looked again. By gosh, it was the bird 
sitting right in front of me, not 20 feet away! I 
did it —I actually located this woodcock in his 
territory and he was just a sight to behold. It

seemed content in its place and not wanting to 


threaten the bird, I made sure I kept my dis- 
tance. 

I slowly pulled my camera from my bag and 
placed a 70-210 zoom lens on it. I waited about 
ten minutes before I decided to shoot a couple 
of frames. Slowly I shot a few frames and the 
bird did not seem agitated by the sound nor my 
presence — actually, it made a few short steps 
and started to walk around the spot. What 
seemed like an hour was probably twenty min- 
utes, as | continued to photograph the wood- 
cock, ‘ 

It would probe its long slender bil! into the 
ground and vibrate its body to raise worms to 
feed on — a true site to behold! Searching the 
ground for food it would stomp its feet and do 
this slow bouncing motion up and down with 
its body as well. Moving right along with my 
tripod, I followed the bird and observed its hab- 
its. Itnever seemed threatened by me but! kept 
my distance from it, too. The bird kept a steady 
pace of foraging for food and gleaning all the 
while I was able to photograph the action. It 
was a great day altogether seeing this bird and 
able to record iton film! [had a wonderful story 
to tell my wife and daughter and was anxious to 
get my film developed. The flight display of this 
bird and watching it forage for food is a memory 
I will cherish, as any nature enthusiast can at- 
test to. When you work so hard to add a bird to 
your list or journal you know what a good feel- 
ing you have inside — it only makes you anx- 
ious for your next encounter with mother na- 
ture. So, walk softly in the woods and enjoy 
the great many wonders of nature!

and working at basketball clinics. 

“He was just fabulous at all those things.” 

Rozycki’s success on the basketball court was no accident, according 
to Kampe. “He put so much time into getting better. He really devel- 
oped into an outstanding player.” 

If he could replay Rozycki’s senior season, Kampe said he would 
have sat Rozycki out, giving his knee more time to heal. Rozycki also 
suffered a bad ankle sprain early in season, yet still played more 
minutes than any other player. 

“He played through the season with injuries,” Kampe said. 

Still, “he had a great senior season. His numbers weren’t as high, but 
we had a great year and he was a big part of that. ] jast couldn’t take 
him out for long. I didn’t ERIS we could win without him on the 
court. 

“In 18 years, I’ve never coached a player I like more as an athlete or 
a person as Jason.” 

High praise indeed. 

“We had a pretty good relationship,” Rozycki said. “We never really 
talked much. He trusted me and I trusted him.” 

Considering the commitment required to succeed on the basketball 
court, it’s hard to imagine keeping pace with academics during the 
season. Rozycki, though, managed. He is six credit hours short of 
graduating with a communications degree. He needs to take a aa 
class and plans to do that no later than next fall. 

When he does leave Oakland, he will take with him many memories. 

Among his most favorite was Oakland winning the conference 
championship in Rozycki’s sophomore year, the first year the team was 
eligible in Division I. “I liked that team,” he said.

“We are aware of the interest and 
received letters,” Videto said. “We 
certainly are considering their point 
of view and it will be used in our 
evaluations.” 

Since sending the committee’s let- 
ter to Stevenson, Jason said she has 
not received a response from the com- 
pany. 

In the letter, Jason explained that 
the committee had not secured fund- 
ing at this time, “but believe that we 
will find funding in the coming 
months.” 

The Committee to Restore the Ad- 
vance Power Property is a grassroots 
effort to reclaim the Wolverine Power 
Plant property in Advance. 

Late last month more than 50 
people attended a town meeting spon- 
sored by the committee to gather ideas 
about what area residents would like 
to see happen on the property. 

Most, as it turned out, shared a 
similar vision, imagining a combina- 


tion of public beach, marina, and 


commercial space. 

Early in March, Jason conducted a 
mail survey of township residents, 
sending out more than 1,000 surveys. 
With approximately 20-25 percent of 
the surveys returned, results were 
overwhelmingly in favor of a park/ 
natural habitat use, with a full 50 per- 
cent of the informal vote. 

Other results included 18 percent 
in favor of use by a developer; 17 


percent in favor of a park/village area; 
and 10 percent in favor of taking no 
action at all. 

The 25-acre parcel, with 1,900 feet 
of Lake Charlevoix waterfront, has an 
estimated value of $6 million to $7 
million, according to Jason. 

And though money is the bottom 
line, cash had nothing to do with the 
inspiration behind the effort to acquire 
the property to begin with. 

“Why I started was that there 
seemed to be a lot of interest in pro- 
tecting the land,” Jason said. 

“The more people | talked to, the 
more they said ‘That's a great idea, 
you should do something about it.’”” 

The effort’ to protect the property 
began moving forward when Jason 
and Joanne Beemon took their plans 
to the Eveline Township Board which 
passed a resolution supporting the 
formation of a committee with the 
intent to purchase the site, saving at 
least 50 percent of the property for 
public use. If purchased, the prop- 
erty would be owned by Eveline 
Township, but any potential develop- 
ment would be accomplished in part- 
nerships with other business and com- 
munity members; the township, Jason 
said, “is not interested in being in the 
marina business or in development.”
